'J Street' Food Concourse Is First-Of-Its-Kind 
On An American College Campus 


Washington, D.C. — This is definitely not your parents' 
college cafeteria! 

As the fall semester gets underway, students, faculty and 
staff of The George Washington University are exploring "J Street," 
a brand new, first-of-its-kind campus dining environment that 
offers a wide array of freshly prepared foods in a spectacular 
setting in the University's Marvin Center (800 21st Street, NW). 

Named for the Washington street that isn't, the extraordinary 
$4.6 million J Street concourse is quite unlike any other college 
dining hall in the country. It features a multitude of dining 
options within a framework of seven themed restaurants — with 
meals prepared in full view of the customers. 

"The opening of J Street is a proud accomplishment for all of 
us at GW," said Marvin Center Director Steven Sitrin. "It also 
marks the on-time completion of the first phase of the evolution of 
the Marvin Center into a state-of-the-art facility to serve GW 
students into the next century." 

The project was coordinated and funded by ServiceMaster 
Management Services, L.P., the University's food service 
contractor. GW personnel worked closely with ServiceMaster to 
ensure the new facility would meet the expectations of the GW 
community. 

In fact, GW students, faculty and staff played a significant 
role in the selection of trendy foods and the unique seating areas 
by participating in focus groups and surveys conducted by the 
University. As a result, J Street designers were able to pinpoint 
the needs and desires of the GW community in creating a cutting- 
edge, custom-designed dining center.

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J Street features several branded concepts, including Bernie's 
Beef & Barbecue, Panda's Rice Bowl oriental food and Nathan's 
Famous frankfurters. Diners have a wide choice of unique areas in 
which to eat, including a table-service diner that will be open 24 
hours on Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays. Much of the rest of J 
Street will remain open until midnight and beyond to serve the GW 
campus. 

"J Street is not just a place for people to go because it is 
convenient," said George Cushman, ServiceMaster's general manager 
of GW Dining Services. "We want it to be the preferred choice. It 
is designed to cook today's menus and reflect today's eating 
habits." 

J Street's intimate seating areas each reflect the type of 
cuisine served at adjoining restaurants. "Columbian Square," the 
largest dining area, is themed in the rich oak of the collegiate 
tradition and features tabletops inlaid with photographs depicting 
the University's history. The seating areas also feature a 
sophisticated audio and video system and can easily be configured 
to accommodate special events. 

The food concourse is the centerpiece of a new campus dining 
program in which students may tailor their meal plans to their own 
schedules and tastes by choosing various combinations of unlimited 
dining and Colonial Cash (a cash equivalent system included in meal 
plans). Students have the option of redeeming a prepaid meal in J 
Street and selecting items from the themed eateries or having meals 
in GW's more traditional all-you-can-eat dining center located in 
Thurston Hall. 

"This new dining program offers our students unmatched 
flexibility and quality," said LeNorman J. Strong, GW executive 
director for campus life. "Combined with the opening of J Street, 
it heralds a new era in campus dining."

Background: 

MICHAEL NYMAN is a composer in demand, yet his position in 
new music today remains controversial. There can be no other 
composer alive who inspires simultaneously such devotion and 
antagonism, in equal measure. Nyman is a man of impeccable 
musical credentials -- scholar, writer, critic, performer as well 
as composer. He is also a man of wit -- wit that offers a haven 
of ambiguity from today's demand for easy labeling. 

Nyman was born in London on March 23, 1944. His musical 
background was conventional -- studies at the Royal Academy of 
Music and King's College, London, but with less than conventional 
teachers, namely, the communist composer Alan Bush and the 
distinguished musicologist of English rounds and canons, Thurston 
Dart. These were to be influential, not only for their 
construction with repetitive, contrapuntal lines over harmonic 
modules, but for their ambiguity in being at the same time 
popular and serious. Dart also supported Nyman's interest in folk 
music, encouraging him to visit Romania to carry out research. 

In common with many composers today -- Steve Reich, Philip 
Glass, Louise Andriessen and writers of jazz and popular music -- 
Nyman has written^extensively-for his own group, not merely to 
give it music to play, but also to unite a group of musicians who 
were as interested as he in breaking down the barriers between 
serious and popular culture. 

At first hearing, the Nyman style -- simple tunes and chord 
progressions, an insistent beat, repeated notes and loud dynamics 
-- relates to pop music. But Nyman owes much to the English 
experimentalists, in particular John White and John Cage, who, as 
Nyman remarked, gave permission for the music of the past to be 
treated as a resource, as a raw material to be used in any way, 
allowing, for instance, a single phrase to be put under a 
microscope and enlarged into a composition. (Nyman discussed this 
foundation for musical creativity and the aesthetics of John Cage 
in his book "Experimental Music: Cage and Beyond," 1974.) 

The score for Peter Greenaway's film The Draughtsman's 
Contract (1982), which brought Nyman his first major success, 
draws solely on the music of Henry Purcell. This important 
collaboration with Greenaway, which began in 1977, established 
Nyman's reputation as a composer of film music, but perhaps led 
to a distorted overall view of his output. No doubt this is 
because the numerous film scores and recordings of them have 
reached a vast and enthusiastic international public and 
catapulted him to cult status. But Nyman is extraordinarily 
prolific in other areas, notably opera, chamber music, vocal 
music and dance scores.

Nyman's musical versatility is reflected in his work: the 
chamber opera "The Man Who Mistook His wife for a Hat" (1986) is 
based on a true case study by the neurologist. Dr. Oliver Sacks; 
in "In Re Don Giovanni" (1976) and "I'll Stake My Cremona to a 
Jew's Trump" (1983) Nyman relies on Mozart to provide a rich 
source for his compositions; "String Quartet No. 2," in six 
movements, was commissioned in 1988 as a work for the Indian 
dancer and choreographer, Shobana Jeyasingh; "Out of the Ruins," 
a choral work composed in 1989 for a BBC-TV documentary about the 
devastation caused by the earthquake in Armenia, uses a simple 
asymmetric dirge-like melody to set a text drawn from a 10th 
century Book of Lamentations; "The Fall of Icarus" (1989) is a 
large-scale dance work undertaken with the Belgian choreographer 
Freder Flamand and Italian video sculptor Fabrizio Plessi; and 
for Prospero's Books, Greenaway's fantasy of Shakespeare's The 
Tempest , Nyman produced a beautiful original score using three 
female singers drawn from three different traditions -- opera, 
rock and cabaret. 

The German cabaret singer, Ute Lemper, well-known as an 
interpreter of Kurt Weill, took the part of Ceres in Prospero's 
Books, and it was for her that Nyman wrote his searing "Six Celan 
Songs" (199C), from the poems of Paul Celan. Nyman set the poems 
in German, to the instrumental accompaniment of his own ensemble. 
Released as a record in 1991/ "Songbook" featured Lemper singing 
the "Six Celan Songs," "Ariel Songs" (from Prospero's Books), as 
well as musical works based on Mozart and Rimbaud. Nyman feels 
the collaboration with Lemper represents his best work yet. (Ute 
Lemper will appear at Lisner Auditorium on Sunday, November 13, 
1994.) 

Nyman's biggest commercial success to date has been his 
original soundtrack for Jane Champion's film The Piano. "I was 
unsure as to how precisely to pitch the style: it had to be a 
'possible' mid-nineteenth century music but not as pastiche and 
obviously written in 1992," said Nyman. "But then I had the 
perception that, since Ada was from Scotland, it was logical to 
use Scottish folk and popular songs as the basis for our music. 
Once I hit on that idea the whole thing fell into place." 

Praised for its sensuality, sensitivity and emotional power. 
The Piano soundtrack was nominated for a Golden Globe award in 
late 1993. It is also the only Nyman release which was charted in 
the Billboard 100, and Virgin Records expects to sell over a 
million copies, which would make it Nyman's first "gold record." 

Works written in the last few years suggest that Nyman is in 
a fertile period of composition, searching out new ways to 
develop and express his consummate musicality.

UTE LEMPER 

At first glance, one might be reminded of a young Lauren 
Bacall or Marlene Dietrich. Watching her dance, one might imagine 
the high-stepping elegance of Cyd Charisse. And when she sings, 
one hears legendary styles reimagined with unparalled artistry.

The German-born chanteuse has emerged as an internationally 
celebrated musical star within a few short years. Her phenomenal 
recording success began in 1989 when she hit #1 on Billboard's 
cross-over chart and remained there for many weeks with her 
acclaimed album, "Ute Lemper Sings Kurt Weill" (London Records). 
The album featured her striking renditions of several well-known 
and lesser-know masterpieces by Weill. She continued her series 
of Weill releases in 1991. In 1993, Lemper released "Kurt Weill 
Songs, Vol. II," which like its predecessors, worked its way up 
the cross-over chart. In 1993, she also released the record, 
"Illusions," her personal interpretation of Edith Piaf and 
Marlene Dietrich songs. "Illusions" spent more than 15 weeks at 
the top of the charts and became the best-selling cross-over 
album for the year. 

Although Lemper has enjoyed her greatest commercial success 
with her Weill, Piaf and Dietrich interpretations, she is also 
well-known for many other aspects of her performing career. She 
is an accomplished actress. She made her film debut in 1991 
playing haughty Queen Marie Antoinette in the French production 
of L'Austrichienne. That same year she worked on two additional 
French films, Pierre Qui Biule , a contemporary political film, 
and Jean Galmot, a 19th-century adventure. She also appeared in 
Peter Greenaway's Prospero's Books, and is presently working with 
acclaimed director Robert Altman on his new work about the 
fashion industry, Prefc A Porter. 

Lemper has also worked extensively on stage. Her first 
important role was in the Viennese production of Andrew Lloyd 
Weber's Cats. For a year, she alternated between the roles of 
Grizabell and Bombalurina. Next, she took on the title role in 
the Berlin production of Peter Pan. It was at this time, in the 
mid-'80s, that Lemper began to receive critical raves for her 
leading roles in these European productions; she was still in her 
early twenties. She later portrayed Sally Bowles in Cabaret and 
Lola in the Blue Angel. In addition to her singing and acting, 
she performed as a principal dancer in a ballet created for her 
by noted choreographer Maurice Bejart entitled "La Morte Subite." 
The work premiered in Paris and continued on to Germany. 

The daughter of a banker father and an opera singer mother, 
Lemper grew up listening to American jazz and pop music. At an 
early age, entranced by the prospect of an entertainment career, 
she began to study piano, voice and ballet. She started her stage 
career working in jazz and piano bars at the age of fifteen 
singing standards like "Lullaby of Birdland" and "Night and Day." 
She soon became intensely interested in acting as well and spent 
two years at the Staatstheater Stuttgart performing in works by 
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UTE LEMPER 


Fassbinder and Chekhov. She also trained in classical theater at 
the prestigious Max Reinhardt Seminar in Vienna. 

But it is Lemper's singing career which has brought her the 
most attention. In addition to her Weill, Piaf and Dietrich 
recordings, she released a pop album, "Crimes of the Heart" (CBS 
Records), in 1991. She also collaborated with composer Michael 
Nyman to record "Songbook." The lyrics are based on different 
classic poems by famous authors including Paul Celan, Arthur 
Rimbaud and William Shakespeare. "Songbook" is a departure from 
Lemper's usual repertoire -- she credits Nyman with pushing her 
to new creative heights (he called her "a guided missile in need 
of direction"). CD Review put "Songbook" "among the most original 
and most deeply satisfying vocal recordings of the last ten 
years." Lemper considers it her most interesting recording to 
date. 


Lemper's live performances across Europe and North America 
have brought her glowing coverage in publications such as Time, 
People, the New York Times and virtually every important French, 
Italian, British, Spanish and German publication and newspaper. 

In the last two years, Lemper reached new artistic goals. 
She toured with Michael Nyman performing works from "Songbook." 
She performed at La Scala in Milan in homage to Cathy Berberian. 
She had her debut at the London Symphony with Kent Nagano 
conducting. She received a warm reception from the press for the 
first exhibition of her oil paintings in Paris. 

London Records will release her new record in 1994.

Background: 

RICARDO VISUS was born in Navarra, Spain. He began his 
musical studies at the Conservatorio Pablo Sarasate and continued 
his studies at the Royal Conservatory of Music in Madrid, under 
Angeles Ottein. In 1960 he went to Milan with a J. March Award, 
and in 1962 was awarded the Gold Medal at the G.B. Viotti 
International Awards in Vercelli, Italy, competing against more 
than 100 performers from 22 countries. Visus has sung the 
principal operas of the Italian and Spanish repertoire in 
performances in Italy, Spain, Argentina and the U.S. He performed 
as a soloist in several oratorios under the direction of Carlos 
Chavez, Igo Markevitch, Odon Alonso, Theo Alcantara, Lopen Cobos 
and Calderon. He was a tenor soloist for two years with the 
Spanish National Lyric Company, and in 1972 came to the U.S. and 
joined the staff of Moorhead State University, where he taught 
voice and, currently, directs opera studies.

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Smith is credited with designing and implementing a systemic reform 
agenda to improve learning outcomes for DCPS students, enhancing 
and supporting school-based management and significantly reducing 
central office staff. He has established a program of choice within 
the school system by creating opportunities for charter schools, 
school-within-schools magnets and magnet schools. Under his 
direction, the District has strengthened and expanded its public- 
private partnership programs and has increased graduation 
requirements for all graduates to include algebra and a foreign 
language. Smith is also responsible for creating a staff 
development model that professionalizes the field of education and 
addresses the unique needs of urban learners. 

Superintendent of Schools for the nation's 10th largest school 
system (Fairfax County (VA) Public Schools), Dr. Robert R. Spillane 
assumed his position in July 1985. During his tenure he has 
fostered and improved the system's national reputation for 
excellence—with nine out of 10 students matriculating; 90% of all 
seniors scoring well above average on college entrance exams, high 
student attendance, low dropout rates. He has instituted rigorous 
academic standards and expectations for all students, lengthened 
the school day for secondary students and introduced innovative 
programs for early primary children and a reading recovery program 
at selected schools. Spillane was instrumental in developing a 
teacher performance evaluation system with a merit pay component as 
part of a comprehensive teacher professionalization plan. He has 
also encouraged site-based management initiatives and greater 
accountability measures throughout the system. 

A native of Lowell, Massachusetts, Spillane earned a B.S. 
degree from Eastern Connecticut University and an M.A. and Ph.D. 
from the University of Connecticut. He has previously served as 
superintendent of school systems in Glassboro, New Jersey, 
Roosevelt, New York, New Rochelle, New York, and Boston, 
Massachusetts. In 1978, he was appointed deputy state commissioner 
of education for elementary, secondary and continuing education by 
the New York Board of Regents.
